Ground Breaking 


Waden Library 


A bid of $230,230 from Nib- 
bi Brothers, Inc. for construc- 
tion of the Anna E, Waden 
Branch Library in the Hun- 
ters Point Bayview district 
was accepted by the San Fran- 
cisco Public Library Com- 
mission, 

Hailed as ‘an important 
public investment in the Hun- 
ters Point-Bayview neighbor- 
hood’’ by Acting City Librari- 
an Harold D, Martelle, the 
total project is expected to 
cost avout $350,000. (Site, con- 
struction and equipment), The 
building is designed by the 
architectural firm of John S, 
Bolles Associates, 

The Anna FE, Waden Branch 
Library is the last step ina 
more than one million dollar 
library capital improvement 
program undertaken in 1960 
and the second major branch 
library to be built in the 
southeastern section of the 
city in recent times, 

Located at the corner of 
Third and Revere Streets the 
new branch library was large- 
ly made possible through a 
bequest from the estate of 
Anna E, Waden, Miss Waden 
was employed for 40 years as 
a stenographer in the San 
Francisco Health Department, 
Her highest salary in that 
position was $285 per month, 

Upon her death in 1959 it 
@::: discovered that she had 
willed over $185,000 to the city 
for construction and equipping 
a library to bear her name. 
Since her death the value of 
the estate has grown to more 
than $250,000, The site for 
the planned new branch library 
was acquired in April of 1966. 
Construction is expected tobe 
completed in the fall of 1968, 

‘We are very pleased with 
the design for the new branch,”’ 
Martelle stated, ‘and expect 
it not only to help us pro- 
vide better library service in 
the Hunters Point-Bayview 
district, but to assist the li- 
brary to become a more ac- 
tive force throughout the com 
munity,’’ The new building Tép 


places a store-front library 
that has been located in rented 
quarters since 1927. The pres- 
ent location is 5009 Third 
Street. 

The ground breaking cere- 
monies were held on the 15th 
of February, with Mayor Jo- 
seph Alioto assisting the Pres- 
ident of the San Francisco 
Library Commission, Edward 
F, Callanan in the official 
groundbreaking ceremonies, 
Also in attendence were vari- 
ous local community officials 
and outstanding citizens, in- 
cluding over four-hundred 
local school children who yell- 
ed their greetings and sang 
‘Happy Birthday’ to Mayor 
Alioto.

HALT EVICTION 
BY SLUMLORD 


The Hunters Point Young 
Men for Action and their 
friends were recently instru- 
mental in halting the ‘‘rude’’ 
eviction of a mother, Mrs. 
Evelyn Ross, and her six chil- 


dren who were living at 1317 .; 


Farefax in the ‘Butcher Town’ 
district of Hunters Point-Bay- 
view where a considerable of 
substandard houses, sched- 
uled for possible renewal or 
rehabilitation exist. 

The young mother was 11 /2 
months behind in her rent, | 
$130 for a ‘‘crowded 11/2, 
bedroom house that does not' 
look fit to live in,’ according 
to one visitor from a TV 
station, 

The landlord, a Mr. Mack- 
wicker, of Tam’s Reality, 
wanted to put her out. He was 
in the process of obtaining. 
keys for the purpose of get- 
ting into the house to remove, 
it was reported, windows and 
doors, as one method of 
‘harassment. It was at this 
point that members of the 
Young Men For Action and 
EOC in the area were ap- 
praised of the situation, 

Some of the young men let 
it be known to the realestate 
people that on no uncertain 
terms were they going to let 
someone illegally gain en- 
trance to the lady’s house for 
any purpose, 

While Ray Riley, an EOC 
worker was talking to Mrs. 
Ross, around 9 a.m. in the 
‘morning, he could hear some- 
one pounding on the door to 
gain entrance. She related to 
him that someone had been

sent to remove her windows 
and so on. She was told not 
to let anyone in. Itis, by the 
way, against the law to enter 
for such purpose, especially 
since the landlord didnot have 
a legal action against her. 

Within minutes, other EOC 
workers and the press were 
alerted. Upon arriving at the 
residence they found that the 
Young Men for Action had 
taken their stand. Though 
negotiation on the phone, var- 
ious city officials were ap- 
praised of the situation, in- 
cluding members of the 
Mayor’s office and the SF 
Housing Authority (Mr. Riley 
had already been trying to 
get Mrs. Ross back into pub- 
lic housing where her rent 
would be more inline with her 


Protest 
‘Witch Hunters’ 


Ronnie Reagan’s so-called 
‘blue ribbon’ committee to in- 
vestigate alleged welfare fraud 
throughout the state ran into 
some unexpected opposition 
last Friday the 16th of Febru- 
ary here in San Francisco. It 


‘was the first organized op- 


position to what has been 
widely termed as a “‘politi- 
cal witch hunt’® of the State 
Social Welfare Board and the 
“* Advisory Committee on Wel- 
fare Abuse.”’ 

While the initial witnesses 
were testifying before the com- 
mittee between twenty and 
thirty persons representing 
various welfare rights groups 
and the San Francisco EOC 
were picketing in spite of the 
steady rain. On the inside 
the first witnesses were 
strongly questioning the 
validity of the investigation. 

As Scott Briar, aUC profes- 
sor put it, “‘if you did have 
evidence indicating that wide- 


Gadfly, John Burton, keeps 
committee on its toes, 
spread welfare fraud exists, 
you would have an obligation 
to investigate it.’ But as he 
further. explained in siting 
careful studies into this area, 
‘‘Anyone who has examined 
the studies of welfare fraud 
and persists in believing that 
welfare fraud is a significant | 
and important problem simply 
prefers his own fantasies’ to ' 
hard facts. None of the hysteri- 
cal claims of widespread fraud 
have ever withstood close ex- 
amination.” 

-He concluded that such an 


welfare check) came on the 
scene to survey the situation. 
It was also their opinion that 
the house was unfit and too 
small for her family. Almost 
every room revealed im- 
proper and unsafe electrical 
wiring, large holes in the 
walls, windows which were 
unrepaired since Mrs. Ross 
had moved in, and a heating 
system so inadequate that she 
had to leave the kitchen burn- 
ers going ‘almostall the time,’ 
to name a few problems. 

As a result of official in- 
tervention and the efforts of 
the Young Men For Action, 
and Mrs. Walter Scott of the 
Housing Authority, Mrs. Ross 
now has an apartment in pub- 
lic housing where the space 
and rent is far more livable 
then here since condemned 
rental. 

To assist her in her debts, 
as a result of a brief story 
being shown on TV Channel 5, 
a Mr. William O'Neal gave 
Mrs. Ross a check, through 
Mr. Ray Riley, for $50, for 
her and her family since “‘he 
felt deeply and responsively 
that she needed help.”* 

Sylvester Brown and Ray 
Riley of EOC and members 
of the Hunters Point Young 
Mea For Action, and their 
friends stated afterward in 
agreement that such “‘slum- 
lord’’ cases are only the begin- 
ning and it was their intention 
that such indecent incidents 
on the part of some landlords 
who abuse their tenants and 
actually break the law them- 
selves is going to stop?’

to hundreds of innocent per- 
sons already stigmatized for 
being on welfare. It was this 


‘same argument which was 


clearly put by one social work- 
er in Alameda county who re- 
futed her own Distriet Attorn- 
ey’s alleged fraudfigures, and

‘children, That is, the children 
-in AFDC cases, for instance 


who when their parents are 


‘merely suspect through vague 
‘heresay, suffer from being 
‘automatically cutoff from re-

Time and again the initial 
‘witnesses had to correct 
figures of the investigating

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In The Land Of The Free 
Incident In Alice Griffith 


Around three o’clock in the 
afternoon of February 21st 
the number 81 bushad stopped 
in the Alice. Griffith housing 
project area, its bus driver 
was calling the police. It 


seemed that someone on the: 


bus had broken a window. 

When the police arrived an 
interested crowd had gathered, 
In the crowd were two or 
three young men. Almost with- 
out hesitation an officer took 
two young men into custody, 
after it was reported, they 
were given a rough physical 
time, 

The mpther of one of the 
young men saw the incident and 
her son enter the squad car 
with another youth, The police 
car sped off ignoring her yells, 
Even after it turned around 
to head to Potrero station, 


the officers ignored her call, 

Frantic with worry the 
mother, a friend, another 
youth’s mother and two of her 
other son’s drove to the sta- 
tion, When she arrived, she 
found the inner door of the 
police station open and spied, 
her son, Having no idea that 
she might have not been wel- 
come in a public police station 
or allowed to inquire about her 
son, she attempted to approach 
him and ask an officer who 
had arrested him, 

«Get the hell out of here!,’’ 
said the officer as he grabbed 
her, struck her and pushed her 
up against a desk. 5 

Frightened that his mother 
might come to more hamr one 
or her sons started toward 
her. Instantly the youth was 
hit and beaten down, 


~ New School Name 


At the Parent Action Group 
meeting held recently it was 
decided that the new $1,750,000 
school, construction to begin 
sometime after June, should 
have the name of those per- 
sons of the Parent Action 
Group that have been fighting 
for the school’s existence. 
That is, the ‘former’ Bay- 
view Elementary School. 

It was decided unanimous- 
ly that the new school should 
‘transmit a closer feeling of’ 
association with the students 
that will come to seek their 
basic education and learning 
paterns on its premises,’’ The 
boundary lines of the old Bay- 
view school will, to a large 
degree, be the same as for 
the new school, with the ex- 
ception of widening because 
of the anticipated increase 
in size of the new school, 

The boundary lines of the 
old school constitute a racial 
makeup of 96% black or Ne- 
gro students and therefore the 
members of the Parent Action 
Group feel, the name, Wil- 
liams or Dunbar will give the 
school a name that all, or 
by far the vast majority of 
students in attendance can 
promptly and personally asso- 
ciate and identify themselves 
with, 

The names were chosen to 
honor the PAG chief spokes- 
man and advisor, The Rev. 
Cecil Williams, who was early 
associated with the group when 
they were in need of leader- 

‘ship, The Rev. Williams had 
cut short trips as far away 
as Chicago to answer the call 
of the PAG when it need him, 
And it was reported that on a 
number of occassions he dis- 
regarded the advice of his own 
physician to participate in 
strategic PAG meetings, 
Board of Education Meetings, 
and meetings with other 
groups when he was needed, 

Dunbar was also chosen to 
honor the charman of the 
group, Mrs. Beatrice Dunbar, 
Members report that she 
worked on the yard of the old 
Bayview school as a Teacher’s 
Aide prior to the PAG or- 
ganization, In the course of 


her job, ‘‘she became acute- 
ly aware of the extremely in- 
adequate and deplorable con- 
ditions’’, which the children 
of the neighborhood were 
forced to endure while seek- 
ing an education. After talk- 
ing with other Teacher’s Aides 


and realizing the educational 


deficiencies, these mothers 
with Mrs. Dunbar, contacted 


other parents in the neighbor-- 


hood. Out of this the Parent 
Action Group was formed, af- 
ter finding it impossible to 
alleviate the problems through 
the school principal or the 
PTA, 

The group stayed together 
and fought their case before 
the San Francisco School 
Board until their case became 


The result was that the two 
brothers, who had accom- 
panied their mother to inquire 
about their brother, were also 
taken into custody. 

After the mother left one of 
the youth’s was asked, ‘want 
to fight nigger??? Then the 
officer hit him with his billy 
club, it was reported, and hand 
cuffs were put on him, even 
though his hands were swollen, 
making it more painful for him, 

One youth recalled hearing 
an officer say that if he again 
saw his mother he was going 
to kill her, 

One of the son’s, who had 
been originally taken in, was 
released, But two of his broth- 
ers were charged 
ers were charged, among 
other things, with robbery and 
inciting to riot, 

“‘They were both white 
cops,’’ Someone said,

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Shooting In 
The Night 


Six young men had just left 
a neighborhood party and were 
standing on the corner of Nic- 
holes and Camron in the Alice 
Griffith Housing Project. A 
cold February night, it was, 
nearing 12:30 when suddenly 
a police patrol car came upon 
the scene and someone inside 
opened fire (shot) into the 
group, 


Immediately and mostly out 
of sheer terror, the youth fled, 
but during their race through 
the project buildings another 
person was innocently hit. 


It is alleged that acabdriv- 
er had been beaten and robbed 
in the immediate area some- 
time. earlier, and this was 
possibly the reason the police 
became involved, Yet there 
is still no reported informa- 
tion as to why the police open- 
ed fire on young men standing 
on a corner talking, 


Complaints against the po- 
lice department had been filed. 
But the innocent citizen who 
was seen being hit after shots 


“were fired is a mystery, no 


one seems to know who he 
was or what actually ever hap- 
pened to him aiter he went 
down, Though the police deny 
that any such incident took 
place, there are plenty of re- 
sidents who will tell about 
the night they were awakened 
to the explosions of gunshots, 
One cartridge was later found 
and identified as allegedly be- 
ing police issue. 
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Hunters Point Development 


The San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors approved the

The plan was in favor of 
conservationists who, along 
with the Bay Conservation and 
Development Commision, 
are opposed to further filling 
in of bay land in the Hun- 
ters Point Reclamation Dis- 
trict.

tor, Head Start.

Ost no evidence of dental de- 
cay and malnutrition. Most of 
the children are up to date 
on the immunization shots rec- 
ommended for their protection 
against diseases. Blood, urine

If it appears that 
a child needs medical atten- 
tion or if he is absent from 
class more than a day or two, 
a member of the staff calls at 
his home. The home visitor 
may be a teacher, teaching 
aide, a social worker, social 
worker aide or a case aide, 

Miss Glenda E, Johnson is 
Social Work Coordinator for 
San Francisco Head Start. She 
is also social worker for Hunt- 
ers Point-Bayview. Her social 
worker aide in this Districtis 


Dennis Lucas. Miss Johnson 
has a Chinese-speaking social 
worker and aides for the four 
Head Start classes in China- 
town and the two in Central’ 
City. She has a Spanish-speak- 
ing staff for the thirteen Mis- 
sion District locations. West- 
ern Addition has seven Head 
Start units. 

Miss Johnson, who has 
worked in public assistance 
programs in Ohio andin Rich- 
mond, California, is excited 
about the possibilities for so- 
cial service in the Head Start 
plan. 

“*The only experience many 
people have had- with social 
workers is in public wel- 
fare,’ Miss: Johnson says. 
“Rightly or wrongly, there 
has been the fear of saying 
something which may lead to 
being cut off from public aid. 
In Head Start the parents

quickly feel that we are there 
to help the child and to help 
them help the child. It?s much 
easier to develop friendly re- 
lations. We are able to help 
the parents see that each child 
is an individual. We can aid 
the parents and the children 
to believe in themselves, to 
broaden their social contacts, 
and to understand each other 
and the community.”’ 

Parents are encouraged to 
visit their child’s Head Start 
classroom. They can see how 
the teachers and aides awaken 
the child’s interest in learn- 
ing and doing, and how they 
can go on with the child’s edu- 
cation at home. Another aidin 
welcoming the parent to visit 
and help is to get them used 
to talking things over with the 
teachers. Head Start classes 
are more informal than the 
regular public school classes. 
There are more chances for 
parents to ask questions and

The Chairman of each of 
the area committees is apar- 
ent with a child enrolled in 
one of the Head Start classes. 
On the committee is an equal 
number of parents and com- 
munity representatives. The 
Central Committee is made 
up of the Chairman of the five 
Target Area Committees, and 
four city-wide Representa- 


tives, 

Chairman of the Hunters 
Point-Bayview Advisory Pol- 
icy Committee is Mrs. Dor- 
etha Franklin, 70 Reddy 
Street. Chairman of the Cen- 
tral Committee is Miss Caro- 
lyn Silverman. 

At present there are eight 
Head Start classes in Hunters 
Point-Bayview with 90 chil- 
dren. enrolled, The locations 
are as follows:

They 
will be expected to remain in 
the program at least eight 
months. 

The children, if they are of 
proper age. can go directly 
from Head Start into the first 


grade in a public school. They] , 


do not need to drop out of the 
Head Start Program to attend 
kindergarten.

Human Rights 


Report 


The San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission has re- 
leased a five-point recom- 
mendation for aplanon the use 
of vacant public land for con- 
struction of low-and-middle- 
income housing. 

Citing the historical prece- 
dent in the United States (pro- 
viding home-sites to pio- 
neers), the Commission has 


1. An inventory of all ex- 
isting and projected City and 
County owned land. 

2. The establishment of a 
Land Bank for the retention 
of that land currently suit- 
able for low-and-middle-in- 
come housing. 

3. Creation of procedures 
whereby this housing can be 
developed. 

4. Inclusion of architectural 
controls, an ‘‘economic mix’’ 
of units (leased housing or 
small individual units), leasing 
rather than sale of the land, 
use of commercial revenue to 
reduce rents and payments, 
neighborhood nonprofit and co- 
operative development corpo- 
rations; use of air rights; 
employment training and busi- 
ness opportunities for minor- 
ities; and the opportunity for 
home ownership. 

5. Close attention to the 
social fabric of the neighbor- 
hood. 

The Commission urges that 
planning include the study of 
school, health, recreation and 
transportation services, and 
necessary rehabilitation of any 
existing public housing pro- 
jects. © 

It further recommends that 
the ‘‘energies, abilities and 
enthusiasm of the established 
residents of the neighborhoods 
...be enlisted as a great re- 
source in the planning and 
decisions, so that all citizens 
can help bring all our human 
hopes closer to reality’. - 

The Commission’s recom- 
mendations grew out of the 
critical shortage of decent 
housing to meet the needs of 
poor-and-middle-income peo- 
ple in San Francisco. In 1960, 
according to a Department of 
City Planning report, “‘Minor- 
ity Group Housing Problems”’, 
45,000 San Francisco house- 
holds were living in substand- 
ard dwellings, one-third ofall 
nonwhite households and one- 
tenth of all Caucasian house- 
holds. The Department’s re- 
port, ‘‘Changes In the San 
Francisco Inventory, 1960- 
reveals that between 
1960 and 1966 in San Fran- 
cisco 1,100 MORE units of 
upper-income housing and 
7,000 FEWER units of lower~ 
income housing were built than 
were needed. ¥ 

“Tt will take a vigorous, 
long-range, comprehensive 
housing program to achieve 
the supply of decent housing 
that will make our City liv- 
able,’ the Commission rec- 
ommendation states. ‘‘For 
only the imaginative use of 
vacant land, unoccupied land, 
and air rights can increase 
the supply of needed housing 
without displacing people 
first.” 


A major Bay Area con- 
struction firm’s refusal to 
comply with the Federal non- 
discrimination requirements 
has cost it a contract award 
for new construction at City 
College. 

It was announced at a meet- 
ing of the Human Rights Com- 
mission that efforts to assist 
the firm to develop adequate 
affirmative action proposals 
have failed and the City Arch- 
itect has been notified that 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare will not and 
the City should not award the 
contract to this bidder. This 
action is believed to be with- 
our precedent on the West 
Coast, 

Under the school bond issue 
passed in 1964, $31,000,000 
was set aside in part for the 
City College construction, 
with supplementary funds to 
be supplied by the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. Because the project en- 
tailed use of Federal funds, a 
pre-award conference was 
called, at which the prime 
contractor and sub-contract- 
ors’ affirmative action pro- 
posals were judged inadequate, 
Human Rights Commission 
staff members were called in 
to assist the federal agency 
in reviewing these proposals, 


and the Federal awarding ag- 
ency to assist the prime con- 
tractor to develop a realistic 
program, Allthe sub-contrac- 
tors revised their programs. 
The prime contractor, how- 
ever, refused to alter his 
original position.

To My Old Master 


(The following letter, sent in 1865, is reprinted in observance of Negro History Week 
being celebrated nationally. It was written by Jourdon Anderson, a former slave, to “my 
old Master,” Colonel P. H. Anderson of Big Spring, Tennessee; and is excerpted from 
“The Freedmen’s Book” by L. Maria Child, published in 1865. Ed.) 


SIR: | got your letter, and was glad tc 
find that you had not forgotten Jourdon, - 
and that you wanted me to come back and 
live with you again, promising to do better 
for me than anybody else can. | have often 
felt uneasy about you. | thought the Yank- 
ees would have hung you long before this, 
for harboring Rebs they found at your 
house. | suppose they never heard about 
your going to Colonel Martin’s to kill the 
Union soldier that was left by his company 
in their stable. Although you shot at me 
twice before | léft you, | did not want to 
hear of your being hurt, and am glad you 
are still living. It would do me good to go 
back to the dear old home again, and see 
Miss Mary and Miss Martha and Allen, Esther, 
Green, and Lee. Give my love to.them all, 
and tell them | hope we will meet in the’ 
better world, if not in this. | would have 
gone back to see you all when | was work- 
ing in the Nashville Hospital, but one of the 
neighbors told me that Henry intended to 
shoot me if he ever got a chance. 

! want to know particularly what the 
good chance is you propose to give me. / 
am doing tolerably well here. | get twenty- 
five dollars a month, with victuals and 
clothing; have a comfortable home for 
Mandy,——the folks call her Mrs. Anderson, 
——and the children——Milly, Jane, and 
Grundy——go to school and are learning 
well. The teacher says Grundy has a head 
for a preacher. They go to Sunday school, 
and Mandy and me attend church regularly. 
We are kindly treated. Sometimes we over- 
hear others saying, “Them colored people 
were slaves”’ down in Tennessee. The chil- 
dren feel hurt when they hear such remarks; 
but | tell them it was no disgrace in Tennes- 
see to belong to Colonel Anderson. Many 
darkeys would have been proud, as | used to 
be, to call you master. Now if you will write 
and say what wages you will give me, | will 
be better able to decide whether it would 
be to my advantage to move back again. 

As to my freedom, which you say | can 
have, there is nothing to be gained on that 
score, as | got my free papers in 1864 from 
the Provost-Marshal-General of the Depart- 
ment of Nashville. Mandy says she would be 


afraid to go.back without some proof that 
you were disposed to treat us justly and 
kindly; and we have concluded to test your 
sincerity by asking you to send us our wages 
for the time we served you. This will make 
us forget and forgive old scores, and rely on 
your justice and friendship in the future. | 
served you faithfully for thirty-two years, 
and Mandy twenty years. At twenty-five 
dollars a month for me, and two dollars a 
week for Mandy, our earnings would amount 
to eleven thousand six hundred and eighty 
dollars. Add to this the interest for the time 
our wages have been kept back, and deduct 
what you paid for our clothing, and three 
doctor's visits to me, and pulling a tooth 

for Mandy, and the balance will show what 
we are in justice entitled to. Please send the 
money by Adam’s Express, in care of V. 
Winters, Esq., Dayton, Ohio. If you fail to 
pay us for faithful labors in the past, we can 
have little faith in your promises in the future. 
We trust the good Maker has opened your 
eyes to the wrongs which you and your 
fathers have done to me and my fathers, in. 
making us toil for you for generations with- 
out recompense. Here | draw my wages 
every Saturday night; but in Tennessee there 
was never any pay-day for the Negroes any 
more than for the horses and cows. Surely 
there will be a day of reckoning for those 
who defraud the laborer of his hire. 

In answering this letter, please state if 
there would be any safety for my Milly and 
Jane, who are now grown up, and both good- 
looking girls. You know how.it was with 
poor Matilda and Catherine. | would rather 
stay here and starve——and die, if it come to 
that——than have my girls brought to shame 
by the violence and wickedness of their 
young masters. You will also please state if 
there has been any schools opened for the 
colored children in your neighborhood. The 
great desire of my life now is to give my 
children an education, and have them form 
virtuous habits. 4

him for taking the pistol from you when 
you were shooting at me. :

Redevelopment 


And The Community 


Shrotly after the Redevelopment Agency moved into Hunters 
Point, residents became concerned, and the Hunters Point 
Area Board set up the Joint Housing Committee. 

The Joint Housing Committee was described then as the 
‘watch dog’? over redevelopment. This committee was to 
protect the interest of the community. 

The residents saw the committee as a means by which 
their desires could be satisfied. Many of the committee 
meetings were devoted to people expressing what kind of 
housing they wanted. Some talked of owning their homes 
outright, others talked of lease-options on town houses, 
and still others talked of cooperative housing. 

A special survey indicated that at least 90% of the people 
wanted to own their homes. Much time and effort was spent 
on gathering and hearing the wishes of the people On the 
other hand, little time was spent by the committee in de- 
termining the feasibility of such wishes. It appeared that 
many assumed their wishes would be automatically satis- 
fied by the Redevelopment Agency. 

Though such an assumption may be unreasonable, it is not 
difficult to see how some people were illusioned. The 
‘watch dog’? relation of the committee to the agency gradually 
changed to one of co-ventures, this meaning that the two 
organizations appeared to be engaged in a joint venture 
in the development of Hunters Point. Therefore people saw 
the agency as a partner, and not a foe. 

It followed that some people assumed that as a partner 
the agency by some means or miracle would find ways to 
automatically satisfy their wishes. 

The facts present a totally different picture. The agency 
did not have the means nor the miracle to deliver what the 
people wanted. 

Recently the agency unveiled its master plan. Some people 
reacted with ‘‘I told you so,’’ and others reacted with shock 
and rebellion. Rental values ranged from $117 for 1 bedroom 
to $177 for four bedrooms. And in the towers the rental 


values ranged from $125 for 1 bedroom to $230 for two bed- - 


rooms. These rental values were based on assumption as 
of February 13, 1968, and with continued inflation and wage 
hikes, it is foreseeable that the rental values will increase 
within a five year period. 

Many are now seeing that it may be impossible for them 
to move in housing financed through the federal 221 (D)-(3) 
program at rents they are paying in public housing. 

The only solution then is some kind of aid for those who 
can’t pay the high rent. The only afailable federal programs 
are Rent Supplement, and Rent Subsidy. However, such supple- 
mental aid is not guaranteed to all those that need it. Whether 
a person is entitled to the aid is determined by his family 
size and income standards set by the Federal Government. 
Added to the forgoing contingency is the fact that Congress 
has been tight in allocating money for rent aids, and if the 
war gets worse Congress may very well get tighter. 

The prospect of owning a home outright seems impossible, 
unless people are willing and able to pay $20,000, and get 
the necessary financing. The only feasible alternative here 
is to develop cooperative housing, and in this way residentw 
will get some indicia of ownership. 

Looking at all aspects of the various housing programs 
it is clear that there is nothing guaranteed the poor, and 
there is some calculated risk in the redevelopment pro- 
gram. It seems that unless there are some changes in legis- 
lation, or the creation of state and local rent aid programs 
that there might be persons who willnotbe able to move back 
into their community. 
into their community, either because they can’t qualify for 
rent supplement of subsidy or -because there will not be 
sufficient funds to satisfy their needs they will be left in 
the cold. 

It is to be noted that the Hunters Point Redevelopment 
Agency has taken steps to make the redevelopment process 
a better one, by giving the residents involvement in plan- 
ning and decision making. However, there is a more critical 
question than ‘‘substantial involvement,’’ and that is whether 
redevelopment will actually benefit, or destroy acommunity? 

The agency’s operation is limited to existing federal pro- 
erams (i.e., Rent Subsidy, Rent Supplement, and 221 (D(-(3).) 
These sections of lesislation make no mention of com- 
munity development and preservation; they either concern 
the redevelopment of blighted area (sometimes called * ‘urban 
removal’’), or they provide subsidy or supplement to aid the 
poor in moving into moderate housing. Exactly what is 
meant by ‘‘blighted area’ has not been clearly defined. His- 
torically though the agency has identified blighted areas as 
those which are slums, where buildings are untenantable, 
and dilapidated; in short an area that is physically withered. 

It is clear that existing housing programs do not lend 
themselves to the political and economic development of

What singer Eartha Kitt saidat a recent White House lunch- 
eon which brought Lady Bird to tears and stopped Johnson 
cold was certainly not the remarks of some professional 
handkerchief-head. Miss Kitt literally ‘told it like it is’ 
when she pointed to Mrs. Johnson and said: 

‘*Vou send the best of this country off to be shot and 
maimed, no wonder the kids rebel and take pot. They don’t 
want to go to school because they’re going to be snatched 
from their mothers and be shot in Viet Nam.” 

‘«The youth do not feel it pays to be good guys. They figure 
that with a record they don’t have togo off to Viet Nam. They 
can’t get to you and they can’t get to the President, and so 
they rebel in the streets,’’ Miss Kitt continued, 

The response across the nation to Miss Kitt?’s remarks 
has been overwhelmingly positive. She reported that 100 per- 
cent of those who sent wires, mail and calls were in agree~ 
ment. 

For the White House, obviously the wrong token was invited 
to take part in the facade of alike ladies discussing new ad- 
ministration laws on ‘crime in the streets’ (whatever that 
means). Not only didn’t the administration get what they 
wanted, some sort of echo to sooth their own consciences, 
put rather something of an honest response. Something they 
obviously did not expect considering their problems with 
credibility and their habit of surrounding themselves with 
people who only think and agree with LBJ. 

But more than anything else, we must look seriously at 
what Eartha Kitt said, especially about those youth that are 
being killed off. 

The biggest irony of this war, one reason Dr. Martin Luther 
King has said he opposes the present situation, has been the 
number of black youth—the best of the black youth—who are 
being killed off. Whereas, the best of the majority—white 
youth have, through the present social and society conditions, 
hundreds of chances for deferment. Such inequality for the 
purpose of military servitude is not merely defacto- 
discrimination, it’s blunt racism. And, it is the policy of the 
United States of America. 

The little White House get-together was to discuss the false 
issue of ‘crime in the streets’ in deliberate avoidance of 
the larger issues of poverty, slums and discrimination in 
America. But those were issues without political power or 
significance. We have today a depleated Anti-Poverty program 
in the United States not merely because it was hacked almost 
to death by a bunch of congressional conservatives, but be- 
cause it has been left to default by an administration only 
with policial expedience on its mind. 


the poor, but more often lead to relocation, and avenues for 
token integration through rent aids. 

It seems to me that housing may be considered secondary 
to economic and political needs. The point being that once 
you get economic and political power through organization 
you can build the kind of housing you want without worry- 
ing about being pushed out of your community because you 
can’t afford the rent. 

It is then clear that a community to secure itself may well 
decide that they don’t want redevelopment, if it is going to, 
destroy their ability to develop the economic and political: 
strength they need to determine their destiny. 

Hunters Point is beyond the stage of considering the ques- 
tion of whether they want redevelopment. Nevertheless, the 
fear has now bloomed in the minds of many that they may 
eventually be moved from a community in which they have 
lived practically all of their lives, and that long standing 
organizations and friends will be wiped out. 

The result being that those who don’t move back in will 
move to another poor neighborhood, and must then start anew 
to develop economic and political strength to get out of the 
vicious circle of poverty. 


What Kind 
Of Leaders? 


It's more often now that one begins to wonder whether or 
not those who claim the soft leather chairs of power in this 
city really even know the people who. are supposed to know 
what they are doing and the way it really is. 

Like some displaced southern honkeyburg out school 
authorities have been stalling on school segregation and 
continually admitting something else and in the meantime 
our kids can’t read. And the city breaks the law. 

Then the other night we saw our Mayor on TV go through 
the act of trying to excuse some very messy and bloody 
‘alleged’ police brutality. Even trying to make up a story 
for why some officers would not happen to be wearing their 
badges while doing their thing. 

But we needn’t worry, all our problems will be solved 
as soon as enough movie companies come to town and all the 
discontented can be hired as movie extras. Just imagine: 
a movie about slums, no need for proper props or actors 
made up to look dissatisfied, hungry or lonely. For ghetto 
scenes, no worry, take your pick! Then for contrast it is 
not too far to St. Francis Woods or the like. And in case 
there might just be a chance for a movie about the 1906 
earthquake it just might not take much convincing to get 
some one to burn down part of the city for the needed 
scenes and really hot effect. 

What leaders are there who will risk what they believe 
instead of relying on delays: ‘‘We are working on it’; 
resort to cheap slogans: ‘‘They are just neo-facscists’’; 
or the pat answers: ‘‘I have somebody already dealing 
with the question, etc., etc.’” Or when are problems going 
to be solved at their root causes instead of attempting to 
put flimsy bandages on the symptoms. Such cheap social 
doctoring is pure hypocracy! 

The real trouble is that most people in power are now 
there not to lead, that is the last thing they want to do. 
They are merely there to maintain the status quo of those 
whose large investment put them there is the first place. 
Their only actions, while in office, are based on some con~- 
sensus from the maladjusted middle-class whites who are 
afraid of their shadow. As a result, only the minimum of 
anything “ever gets done, unless, of course, it somehow can 
be worked to enhance the leader's political future while he 
plays the game of keeping the greatest number of special 
self-interests satisfied for the longest period.

Newark, N.J.—A State inves- 
tigation of the riot of last sum- 
mer in Newark has reported 
that police and National 
Guardsmen used ‘excessive 
and unjustified force’? in at- 
tempting to control riots, Cor- 
ruption of Newark city offi- 
cials was also charged. 

The reports states that 
“there is evidence of preju- 
dice against Negroes during 
the riot on the part of various 
police and National Guard ele~ 
ments,’’ And that the Guard 
raided stores with ‘soul 
brother’? signs resulting in 
‘personal suffering and eco- 


nomic damage 
small businessmen and prop~ 
erty owners who hadn’t parti- 
cipated in any unlawful act. 
They were Negro,” 

The report could find no 
conspiracy evidence or plan of 
disorders. Nor among the 26 
black persons killed could be 
found any evidence of snip- 
pers, similar to the inability 
of Michigan investigators to 
find any snipers in Detroit. 

It was also found that <‘the 
amount of ammunition ex- 
pended by police forces was 
out of all proportion to the 
mission assigned to them.’

Then & Now 
by Dr. Arthur Coleman, Past Chairman, SF EOC 


(The following is from an address by Dr. Arthur Coleman 
given recently before members of the Hunters Point EOC, 
Redevelopment and other various community agency mem- 
bers and residents.) 

The stillness of the night on the hill was pierced by the 
sound of gunshots, One or two youngetsrs waatonly fired a 
pistol into the home of a rival gang member. A mother and 
daughter were home alone, but luckily escaped injury, Some 

elve boys were subsequently rounded up and taken to 

enile Court. This was August of 1961. 

What caused this vicious act? Some say it was an argument 
long brewing between two gangs over a girl. Following 
the arrest of these youngsters, who were all of high school 
age, the Executive Director of the San Francisco Housing 
Authority felt compelled to issue an administrative order 
that each of the family of boys involved would be evicted 
from their homes, I suspect that this order arose out of an 
emotional need on his part to do something to appease the 
San Francisco public. After all, the newspapers were giving 
this story front-page coverage. 

The hill (Hunters Point-ed,) is relatively something new to 
San Francisco. Less than twenty-five years ago, there 
were two to three thousand Negroes in San Francisco. 
Today, there are over 90,000 black persons, At least 15 
to 20,000 are living in the Hunters Point-Bayview District. 
San Francisco had always prided itself inbeinga very liberal 
city. However, in the years past they had not had «‘the Negro 
problem.” 

When the news came out that the families were to be evicted 
. . a meeting was held inthe old Bayview Community Center. 
Some 200 people crowded in that little space, which was 
never meant to hold more than 50 people, at the most, 

Out of that meeting the Hunters Point Bayview Citizens 
Committee was formed. We won the battle, as you know, 
the order was recinded, But we knew that this was only the 
beginning. We knew San Francisco had finally become con- 
scious of our presence. We knew that the struggle had now 
begun to keep this community from being wiped off the map, 

One of the first order of business was the formation of 
sub-committees, We had a subcommittee on Education. 
This committee was originally chared by Percy More (now 
War on Poverty Director in Oakland-ed.), We had many 
confrontations with the Superintendent of Schools and his 
office, as well as with the principal of Pelton Jr. High of 
which I shall speak more later, A sub-committee on Em- 
ployment, At that time, there was but one or two black busi- 
nesses on Third Street, and none of the white businesses 
hired blacks, We began a series of picketing to change the 
Third Street image, It is a pleasure, now, to go into the 
banks on Third Street and see our people working. We 
became deeply involved in politics, The voters registration 
increased manyfold in this area. We revived the spirit and 


activity of the old 20th Assembly Demozratic Club, which . 


was the first political organization in this community. In 
1962 for the Governor’s election, Hunters Point established 
a record, It moved from the bottom of the list in terms of 
voters who turned out to vote, to the top of the list. We had 
the highest turnout of voters of any community in Northern 
California, Don’t let them tell you that black people do not 
vote, It was the minority vote that put Jack Shelley in office 
and it was the minority vote, which swung heavily to Joe 
Alioto to help put him in office. 

Yes, this community was well on its way to being one of 

- the greatest, most productive community in the United States, 

It was beginning to acquire a national reputation for its 
ability to organize its people and to get things done. But five 
years later, the community had slipped backwards, It became 
a victim of its own frustration, and in Sept., 1966, it was 
added to the list of other communities torn by rioting. In 
ail fairness to this community, we must say that it was not 

full-blown riot. It involved predominantly the teenagers, 

nother riot in this area, however, will not be so limited, 
On that, Iam sure! 

CAUSES 

The causes of these riots are not hard for those of us who 
have worked so diligently in the Civil Rights field to under- 
stand, 

POLICE—There is a breakdown in communication between 
the community and the Police Department. I can well recall 
that Chief Cahill received his first indoctrination in the 
minority problem when he visited a meeting of the Citizens 
Committee in the old Bayview Community Center in 1962, 
The meeting was hot, But, the more people talked, the more 
understanding evolved; and, when the meeting was all over, 
the Chief was shaking hands with everybody, grinning, and 
full of enlightment. Shortly, thereafter, the Police Com- 
munity Relations Department was established; but again, 
there was a backslide. As many of youknow, this Department 
(Unit) has not been beefed up, has not been given the kind 
of support it needs to do its job. 


THE LACK OF JOBS IN THIS COMMUNITY —In 1929 
this country was beset by depression, It was stated at that 
time that 1/3 of the working class was out of work, In Hun- 
ters Point, it is depression all the time because at any 
time of the day or any day of the week, you will find more 
than 1/3 of the working class in this community unemployed, 

THE OVERCROWDING THAT OCCURS IN HOUSING— 
People are not able to afford better homes, better housing, 
but must remain penned up almost like cattle. 

THE DISCRIMINATION AND SEGREGATION WHICH ARE 
BOUNDS IN THIS CITY, Very few persons will condone 
rioting, but we know it will occur where there is complete 
frustration and a defeatist attitude, so that people do not 
care anymore what happens to them. The primary question 
that I would like to pose is, ‘‘What happened to this com- 
munity?*? What happened to our great strength? The strength 
needed to deal with these frustrating problems, Perhaps, I 
can not name all the reasons, but I can name a few of the 
major reasons, which have torn this community apart, and 
sapped its strength. E 

ENVY—Yes, pure jealousy of one person over anothe 
person’s job or advancement, 

GREED—The selfish attitude of wanting all for one’s 
self and not willing to share with others, 

THE LUST FOR POWER—We have more little Cesars 
in Hunters Point than all of Rome. 

DECEIT—A willingness to sell this community down the 
river in order to become prt of this establishment. Yet, 
proclaiming to the community, they loathe the establishment, 

I can proudly say that in my 2-1/2 years with the EOC, 
I took the beating I got because I refused to acquiese behind 
closed doors to the request of the former Mayor and others 
to take away from the poor people the right to have a voice 
in decisions, which affect them, The story is well known to 
many of you. Thereafter, the Mayor’s appointees with the aid 
of my ‘black brothers?’ pulled the carpet from under me, 
The bitterness in my words is not what happened to me, 
personally. That?s the game of politics, 1am bitter because 
I thought the Poverty Program was to help poor people, 
and not make jackals, scavengers, and backbiters out of 
them. I hope to God at this time, this community now recog- 
nizes that unless we help one another and stick together 
we will not only fail to gain first-class citizenship, but may 
not even survive,

Who Is 
Guilty Of Fraud? 


We. who are welfare recipients, are being slandered. 
We are not parasites, con-artists, lazy or cheats. We are 
concerned parents who want to work and provide our children 
with a good standard of living. We want to stop being statistics 
and start being productive. ; 

We do not seek permanent doles. We DO seek jobs and train- 
ing programs which will make us self-supporting and child- 
care centers so that our children are not neglected while we 
are working; we DO seek adequate low cost housing and 
transportation; we DO seek an end to the humiliation which 
welfare recipients are constantly subjected to thru their 
treatment as second-class citizens, and especially the policy 
of racial discrimination and intimidation practiced by the 
welfare department. 

The ‘‘ Welfare Fraud Hearings’’ are being conducted by the 
Reagan-appointed State Social Welfare Board with the purpose 
of discovering the extent and nature of fraud on the part of 
the welfare recipient. These hearings have been set up for 
selfish political ends. Reagan and his friends in the state 
government are determined to put the blame on the poor of 
California for the ineptness of his own administration. 

We are picketing to expose this hearing for the fraud it is. 
Fraud is defined as ‘‘an intentional dishonesty.’’ These hear- 
ings have been conducted without publicity and welfare re- 
cipients have not been permitted to present their case before 
the public, The board has purposely avoided investigations 
into the real and immediate problems of poor people. There 
has been no attempt to search for the social causes of poverty 
and this board has no intention of finding constructive ways 
to alieviate it. This is ‘‘intentional dishonesty’*. 

The largest recipients of state aid in California are the 
airlines, railroads and other large corporations. If Reagan 
were really interested in saving taxpayers’ money, he would 
have them investigated, not us. He knows that welfare 
recipients are forced to live on monthly grants which are 
below the official minimum subsistance level set by the United 
States Government, but insists even these must be cut. Only 
a tiny fraction of the funds allocated for welfare is actually 
reaching the recipients. Most of this money gets swallowed

Before Us 


The need to change union policies applying to minority 
employment, promotion, and training is most crucial today. — 
The primary reason for ineffective programs to enable 
minority people to become a member of most craft unions 
is because minority people have traditionally no voice in the 
negotiating of contracts. 

The responsibility rests squarely upon the shoulders ofthe _ 
union establishment, since they control app enticeship train- 
ing, employment contracts, and the union hall hiring pro- 
cedures. 

Each year they issue volumes of words attesting to their 
interest in helping their minority brothers and sisters to 
become members of working America. They quote statistics 
as proof of their concern. 

The question then is, ‘‘Why”’ There are few if any minority 
plumbers, electricians, operating engineers, etc. Why? The - 
apprenticeship programs have few, if any, minority trainees. 
(For this purpose I use minorities to speak of Black workers.) 
Why? The government, Federal, state and local seems power- 
less to rectify this very visible problem. 

The reason, as I see it, is thatthe low-income and minority 
groups have no voice in slicing the economic pie that creates 
employment and its spin off by-products, such as materials 
and equipment, industries. 

The residents of Bayview-Hunters Point have wrestled 
with employment, housing, education and recreation needs 
for a number of years. Our Bayview-Hunters Point Citizens 
Committee attempted in the early 1960’s to do something 
about it, by establishing various committees, employment, 
economic growth, education, etc. to seek some answers. 

Our premise was that those who derive profit from any 
community have a responsibility to that community to leave 
some of the profits there; preferably through employment of 
community people. This only happens in Caucasian com- 
munities and sometimes in minority communities after citi- 
zens picket, boycott, etc. It should not be necessary. 

We were told about neighborhood schools, well and good, 
but how can we have neighborhood schools when 90 percent 
of the teachers live in suburbia and are not, in fact, partici- 
pants in neighborhood affairs. Schools whose administration is 
not responsible to neighborhoods. 

How can we motivate minority people toward rewards of 
personal efforts when all the doors of unionism are closed to 
them? 

The relationship and responsibility to the Joint Housing 
Committee and the Redevelopment Agency charges them to 
leave no stone unturned to alleviate and eradicate the deter- 
rents to economic progress. 

The chartered course follows a rational approach of nego- 
tiation, litigation, if necessary, and direct action as a last 
resort.<,3: 

The incidence of unemployment and under employment in 
Bayview-Hunters Point is three times that of the national 
average. Therefore, we would want that percentage reversed 
in the training and employment pattern of all business and 
unions whose products, skills and contracts will be active 
in the Hunters Point and Butchertown projects. 

The community feels that they have a constitutional right 


‘ to freedom of choice to work or learn whatever trade or 


profession that lies within the limits of their ability. Those 
unions and businesses which deny them the opportunity cannot 
work in these two project areas. 

The test of changing the ghetto is whether or not the estab- 
lishmeat, and trade unions are really committed to social- 
economic change, equal employment, quality education and 
social amenities for our blighted communities and deprived iy 
citizens. Now is the time to find out for tomorrow may be - 
too late. ee

HUMANITY FOR BLACK MEN 


The 1th of February was 
» Huey Newton’s birthday and 
probably no one in Oakland 
of the Bay Area has ever had 
such a celebration which in- 
cluded outstanding entertain- 
ers and national celebrities. 
But in many ways the event 
was more than just a birth- 
day celebration. Huey New- 
ton is today an inmate of the 
Alameda County Jail in Oak- 
land. He is charged with hav- 
ing killed one and wounding an- 
other Oakland policeman. 
Since his arrest he has been 
literally tried, convicted and 
sentenced by the greater ma- 
jority of the news media and 
the Bay Area community. 

Newton is the Minister of 
Defense of Black Panther 
Party For Self Defense. 
Against obviously overwhelm-~ 
ing odds the only persons who 
seem to have stood behind 
Huey Newton to proclaim his 
innocence (a doctrine of 
American justice which says 
that a person is innocent until 
proven guilty) was the Black 
Panther Party For Self De- 
fense. 

But the event of national 
importance last Saturday, re- 
peated on Sunday in Los An- 
geles, has since shown that 
Huey Newton’s support and 
- friends are not only many but 
also gaining in power. Andnot 
only power but a cause in a 
revolution, 

SNCC AND BLACK PANTHERS 

There were many surprises, 
the initial one being the an- 
nouncement by former SNCC 
official, James Foremaa, and 
now Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs of the Black Panthers, 
that SNCC had combined with 
the Black Panthers. The great- 
- est surprise being, of course, 
that SNCC head, H. Rap Brown 
who had been under ‘house 
arrest? in New York (since 
rearrested after his return 
to New York) was present and 
would speak. 

Another important event was 
the introduction of attorney 
Gannon, the lawyer for Huey 
Newton, for many who have 
had some sort of doubts, this 

was important. Because Gor- 
’ was important. Because Gan 
non is considered a top law- 
yer in the entire country, es- 
pecially in the area concern- 
ing Huey’s particular case. 
So for many the real impact 
of the seriousness this has 
for black people became evi- 
dent as well as to impress 
on many the sincerity of the 
Black Panthers in their be- 
lief and cause. 

This celebration was also 
a good chance for the Black 
Panther Party to present its 
platform. Chairman Bobby 
Seale did an excellent and 
clear job here. ‘‘Your soul 
is also Huey’s soul,’’ he told 
the cheering crowd, 

The platform statement of 
the Black Panther Party pre- 
sented some very significant 
ideals. The exemption of black 
mei from military service, 
the freeing of black in prison 
who were not tried by their 
“peers.” And here in the 


platform was some of the ben- 
eral theme of the évening, 
“‘a place in society!’ along 
with a call for an ending of 
“‘white business robbery’’ and 
“‘police brutality.” 

It was also reiterated by 
Seal that the Black Panthers 
were a defensive party versus 
white oppression and bigotry 
which with possible ‘‘geno- 
cide’? and ‘‘concentration 
camps’’ was out to eliminate 
the black man. He pointed 
out the futility of playing the 
MAN’S game of hate by hat- 
ing whites blindly. ‘‘We have 
better things to do in stop- 
ping racism, hate isthe MAN’s 
game.”’ 

The primary points brought 
out by all the speakers con- 
sisted of presenting the revo- 
lutionary cause of fighting for 
black man’s humanity, or the 
preservation of humanity. for 
the black man, contrasted with 
the often repeated fact~-that 
the black man, like the Red 
man, and others had been vic- 
tims of white attempts and acts 
of complete annihilation. The 
position being that the “‘colon- 
ial’ efforts of white menhere 
in America have been to rub 
out and eliminate any trace of 
black culture and society and 
was so often exampled the case 
in South America (Astees), 
Asia (today with Vietnam—- 
the yellow man), and so on. 
Therefore the black man in 
America is no more in the 
eyes of America than acolon- 
ial subject and the “‘police 
are occupation troops in our 
communities.” 

The alternative therefore is 
twofold, one: unifying the black 
community, and two: self- 
community, and two: self- 
defense. As one can readily 
see, the issue of Huey P. 
Newton is important here. The 
question of his freedom has 
become then a question of 
‘either-or’, that is, ‘‘either 
Huey goes free or there is 
going to be some retribution.” 
H. RAP BROWN 

When it came to speaking 
of revolution. H. Rap Brown 
did not mince his words, he 
also made it clear that only 
one person had yet to be a 
real participant in that revolu- 
tion, Huey Newton. After all, 
““how many hokies have you 
shot lately?’ That is, the 
revolution would begin in 
reality when some oppressors 
are knocked off, 

“There is no second-class 
citizenship, you are either 
free of a slave,’ he pointed 
out in explaining the futility 
of associating with “‘honkey.”’ 
He exampled the fact that 
class differences (i.e., Middle~- 
class Negroes) will not save 
black men from white oppres- 
sion, That Adam Clayton Pow- 
ell was ‘‘dumped when honkey 
was through with him.’ And 
Supreme Court Justice Mar- 
shall would eventually be in 
the same boat. He admonished 
his audience for having any- 
thing to do with honkey. 

The possibility of concen- 
tration camps and suspected 
genocide for black men was 


_sentiments 


again brought up. Therefore 
the coming fight wouldno doubt 
pit ‘law and order’ versus 
the justice which black men 
were seeking. Brown’s point 
here being that those ‘‘laws 
that keep them safe keep us 
down.”’ 

For Brown Black Power was 
like Hughes’ poem ‘‘A Dream 
Deferred.’ It was Black 
Power in defense of a people 
who have long striven to be- 
come free versus a colonial 
power,’ America, which was 
doing everything to kill them, 
America was killing off those; 
they could and cannot buy off. 
ANTI-POVERTY 

The most impressive ‘‘buy- 
off’ for both Brown and Car- 
michael was the anti-poverty 
program. Which programs, he 
warned, ‘‘keep the brothers 
hooked’? because it was ‘‘not 
designed to end poverty since 
it talks only about effects and 
not causes.’’ Brown's alterna- 
tive is Black Power which ean 


-unite the black men and take 


them out of such as the Boy 
Scouts and into a ‘‘Black 
Guard.” 

Rap bid a farewell note in 
Swaheli: “‘We shal conquer—- 
without a doubt!’ tothe stand- 
ing cheers of the crowd, 


THE PRIME MINISTER 

By acclimation of the black 
persons present (of the 4000 
plus in the audience about 15% 
were white) Stokely Carmich- 
ael was voted as the Prime 
Minister for the Black Pan- 
ther Party for Self Defense. 

““What we are talking about 
is the survival of black 
people,’’ Carmichael made 
clear in deadly seriousness, 
Like Brown, he could see the 
only other laternative as be- 
ing genocide, ‘‘With the birth 
of America it has been the 
genocide of the red man and 
the honkey is not sorry, he 
even today romanticizes his 
slaughter on TV and teaches 
his kids to play cowboys and 
Indians.”’ 

But now the threat is on 
the black man, “‘the ones who 
built America, nobody else?’ 
For with the technological ad- 
vances, ‘‘the need for black 
people is disappearing, and if 
you don’t believe me, just 
check out Vietnam.” 

From both audience reac- 
tion and the speakers them- 
selves, it was clear that the 
is anti-Vietnam. 
Previous to these speakers 
Bob Avakian of the Peace and 
Freedom Party (which re- 


ceived a good welcome) spoke 
with constant references to 
the “‘gestapo country’’ and how 
they wanted Dean Rusk and not 
Huey for “‘murder.’’ He also 
pledged the PFP’s pledge not 
to “allow them to take Huey 
Newton's life.’’ 

LOVE OURSELVES! 

Carmichael’s point in call- 
ing for “‘education as black 
consciousness’’ was to coun- 
ter the white community which 
as been ‘‘teaching us to hate 
ourselves.”’ ‘‘We are abeauti- 
ful race of people, we can do 
anything we want.’ 

“On. every level black 
people have got to fight?’ 
It was partly this defensive 
theme linked with education 
which struck out the note and 
constant call by Carmichael 
and others for ‘‘organization!”’ 


He even introduced his con- 
cept of the Black United Front 
and the need to show love to- 
ward all black brothers to all 
work for the benefit of black 
people. That is, ‘every Negro 
is a potential black man,’’ 
was more than just a mere 
slogan but seems destined to 
become a reality if they have 
their way. 

Carmichael digressed long 
enough to point tothe dilemma 
and futility of the situation of, 
as Brown had pointed out, those 
Negroes considered part of 
the “‘establishment,”’ ‘‘who 
mess around with honkey.’® 
His example was a compari- 
son with the “‘poor whites’ 
whom he felt were out of the 
revolution for good reasons. 
Reason being that unlike colon- 
ized black men, poor whites 
were only “‘exploited.’’ ‘‘With 
exploitation the people are al- 
lowed to keep their values 
and way of life, their culture. 
But for those of us being 
colonized, our values, our 
colonized, our values, our 
culture are being destroyed.’’ 

It was also clear that 
American nationality meant 
little any more: “‘It is a ques- 
tion of community, not geo- 
graphy. but color; not land.’ 
Therefore, ‘‘our brothers are 
in Africa, Cuba....’? But here 
also Stokely made it clear 
about idology in stating that 
neither Communism or So- 
cialism are for Black Power. 
“These speak to class struc- 
ture, but we are speaking as 
victims or racism, Commun- 
ism, and Socialism do not 
speak to this.’? Their neces- 
sity is to ‘‘hooking up with 
the 900 million black people 
in the world. We are not na- 
tional, but international!’ 
HUEY FREE! 

‘For those who fight for 
our people, we must put our- 
selves on the line!‘‘ The only 
way to fight and defend against 
the “‘executioners’’ who would 
suffer the consequences if 
Huey Newton was not free was 
through the organization of 
every element of the black 
community, “‘Every Negro is 
a potential black man,’’ was 
the repeated echo. 

Bur organization was not 
through the anti-poverty and

‘““WORK INCENTIVE 
PROGRAM” 

The new admendmeiis of the 
1967 Social Security Act af- 
fecting welfare recipients will 
be going into effect over the 
next 18 months, The Labor 
Department has plans to take 
over 114,000 persons off wel- 
fare and put them into some 
type of training and job train- 
ing program, 

According to sources in the 
Labor Department the pro- 
gram will be through its bur- 
eau of work-training, which 
now operates the Neighbor- 
hood Youth Corps and other an- 
ti-poverty and manpower de- 
velopment programs, 

Social Services, welfare, 
will refer clients to the pro- 
gram, They will be oriented, 
interviewed, tested and coun- 
seled for a period of two to 
four weeks by the local man- 
power agency (possibly the 
State Employment Service), 
will immediately place in 
available jobs those ready and 
able to work, i 

Others will be in work-ex- 
perience (New Careers, on- 
job-iraining) programs, They 
will aiso receive some basic 
and remedia! education, es- 
pecially high school dropouts 
wno will be able to earn e- 
quivalent to a high school 
degree, 

According to the Labor an- 
nouncement, the enrollee will 
be ‘‘permitted to keep a sum 
equal to the amount of his 
welfare grant, plus $30, plus 
onethird of the remainder of 
his wages, The remaining two- 
thirds of’ his wages will be 
deducted from his welfare pay- 
menit,”’ 

The Department of Labor 
will also, it is reported, enter 
into some agreements with 
various agencies or non-profit 
organizations for special work 
projects to employ those who 
are ‘found unsuitable for 
training and those for whom 
jobs in the regular economy 
cannot be found,’? 

Such persons will have had 
their welfare paid tothe Labor 


other suchprograms, for Car- 
michael, ‘“‘where the MAN 
tells the black man what to 
do. It’s time to run the ex- 
ploiters out of our commun- 
ity!’ The reference here was 
also made to ‘‘sick cops.’ 
“Tf honkies get in our way, 
they have got to go. Let them 
that theirs, we want OURS, 
Or no one will have peace on 
earth,’® he concluded. 

Stokely ended on a note for 
his audience “‘to develop an 
undying love for our people!’ 
His final call was to ‘‘bring 
them home!’ ;

Department to be pooled to 
provide a sum of money to 
“reimburse the employers for 
a portion of their payroll 
costs.’? ‘The enrollees are 
guaranteed that their total in- 
come while engaged in these 
projects must equal at least 
the amount of their assistance 
grants plus 20 percent of their 
wages.’’ 

Those on welfare eligible 
for the so-called ‘‘Work In- 
centive Program’’ are house- 
hold members on AFDC, who 
are over 16 and not in school 
full-time.’’ Exceptions: the 
sick, most elderly; those who 
live too far from a project; 
full-time students; persons 
needed at home due to illness 
of another at home, 

PUNITIVE ACTION 

It is also reported that those 
individuals ‘‘referred to the 
program aad refusing to par- 
ticipate without good cause 
may continue to receive 
them,”? 

Some sort of child care 
program is supposed tobe set- 
up to take care of the chil- 
dren whose mothers have en- 
tered the program. 

UNPOPULAR WITH MANY 

Although the program will 
not start until after April of 
1968, it has already drawn 
much opposition, National and 
local Welfare Rights groups 
have condemned it as being 
largely ‘‘repressive’” and can 
be used by others “to pro- 
cure cheap labor for short 
or indefinite periods,’ Others 
are critical because it, at 
this point, it appears to dup- 
licate other programs involv- 
ing training and child care 
which the Labor Department 
is already engaged in, Such 
apparent and present unco- 
ordination does appear, in 
light of new programs, to bea 
matter that must be ironed out, 
according to CEP sources, 
who are in the process of 
operating similar programs 
for the general public.

In the January issue of THE SPOKESMAN aprint of the new 
construction at Burnett School. appeared on the front page 
over the caption: “‘Burnett School ANNEX, ** Thisisto inform 
you that someone gave you some erroneous and misleading 
information. Burnett Annex, an eyesore in this community, 
- occupied the corner of Newcomb and Lane until it was demol- 
ished in August 1964, 

Burnett Annex is NOT being rebuilt! The construction next 
to Burnett School will be connected to the existing building to 
form an L shaped building all under »ne roof—just one 
school building —one school—BURNETT SCHOOL. 

Let’s bury the name ‘‘Burnett Annex’’ and let it rest in 

ce! 

en the existing structure was completed in 1954 it 
openend as a primary school with grades K-3. 


The east end of the building was constructed in sucha — 
manner as to allow construction of classrooms and an auditor- - 


ium at a later date. 

So, in effect, the present construction could be described 
as the completion of Burnett School. 

When completed in February 1969, Burnett School will be 
an educational-community center of which this community 
can be justly proud. With the addition of child-care facilities 
and, if an interest in Adult education at this site can be re- 
vived, it might be said that Burnett School will take care of 
the educational needs of this community ‘‘from the cradle to 
the grave.”’ 

The new structure will also have three levels to tie in 
with the existing building to form the letter ‘‘L.’’ It will con- 
tain an auditorium at the Newcomb Avenue endand child-care 
facilities at the Oakdale Avenue end. There will be six (6) 
upper grade classrooms and three (3)small rooms for special 
classes in the center portion. 

The new roof level will be slightly higher than the existing 
roof. 

The Pre-School Children’ s Center will occupy the lower 
level of the building and will have its own fenced in yard at 
the Oakdale Avenue end of the structure. 

The middle level will have a multi-use hall or auditorium 
with stage, but without fixed seating so it will have many uses. 
With the opening of this structure in February 1969 this com- 
munity will have a centrally located meeting and social hall 
that will be available to organizations, upon written request, 
throughout the year. It will belocatedonthe Newcomb Avenue 
end of the building. Toward the middle of the building and 
the Oakdale Avenue end will be three regular sized upper 
grade classrooms, There will be space, for an after-school 
playground director, that can be reached directly from the 
upper grade playground. 

The upper level will have one (1) regular sized upper 
grade classroom, one (1) small classroom for aspecial class 
and two (2) extra large sized classrooms with moveable 
partitions so the rooms can be used as a large room or two 
smaller ones. 

The building will separate the primary yard from the’ inter- 
mediate grades yard so that pre-school, kindergarten, primary 
and intermediate grades will have their own separate play- 
grounds. 

This is the building for which the community fought! Let’s 
put it to the best use possible for the betterment of the Bay- 
view-Hunters Point Community! 

The faculty of Burnett School wishes to thank all of you for 
helping to make all of this possible.

DETROIT—The white policemen accused by the district 
attorney, ‘‘based on very conclusive evidence’, of murdering 
several young black men in a Detroit motel during the racial 
outbreaks last summer are now back on their jobs after the 
Detroit grand jury failed to bring down an indictment. 


CHICAGO—Members of the Chicago police force who were 
confessed members of the racist Klu Klux Klan have been 
suspended by the chief of police. One officer is reported to 
have had a large supply of ammunition, guns and other various 
weapons—most considered illegal. 


ATLANTA—A leading Georgia Klansman is now a member of 
a Model City program and working under a black chairman 
and black executive director. 


PITTSBURG— Store owners in ghetto neighborhoods of this 
city are complaining that their property insurance is being 
cancelled or is being made too costly to afford renewal. One 
black real estate and insurance broker testified before the 
local Human Relations Commission that the premiums for 
renewal of policies had -been increased from three to five 
times. Oftimes merchants were told merely that their insur- 
ance had been terminated without explanation. Many are view- 
ing the cancellations of insurance policies on business, and 
homes in some cases as ‘‘acts of racial discrimination and 
part of the white man’s structure which continues to push him 
down.’

The last regular Board of 
Education hearings turned into 
mainly an anti-busing protest, 
but for varied reasons, 

EXTREMISTS 

One groups, a John Birch 
oriented and strongly anti- 
integration, of whites alleged- 
ly representing some particu- 
lar ‘neighborhood — school’’ 
philosophy voiced the initial 
opposition to the posibility 
of using some busing plans 
based on a recent school study 
of San Francisco, They were 
well represented in terms of 
speakers and heckelers (@a- 
gainst those others whom they 
did not agree with), 

MILITANT BLACKS 

Contrasted to thefirst group 
opposing busing was a very 
militant and well articulate 
group of black citizens who 
questioned the quality of San 
Francisco education itself, 
They warned of the possibility 
of a black school board if 
they did not get equal edu- 
cational opportunity for black 
children, One speaker em- 
phasized the need for books 
and other educational ma- 
terials on black culture and 
history. They were very much 
against having their children 
taught ‘show some white folk 
speak and act’’, Tothis group, 
integration was not a factor, 
‘cintegration will eventually 
come’’, but “we are against 
busing for a different reason 


than the other group.’’ 
CULTURAL HERITAGE 
Their main concern was the 
protection and enlightment of 
their heritage as black citi- 
zens, They were not at all 
satisfied with the present 
“Jack of respect for other than 
middle-class up-tight white 
problems’’ taught to their chil- 
dren, 
MAIN PROBLEM MISSED 
After the meeting, a spokes- 
man for the NAACP and other 
city wide school integration 
groups pointed out that neither 
the board or most of the citi- 
zens seem totouch onthe main 
point of dispute, that is, de- 
facto segregation, Besides the 
NAACP suit against the board 
for segregated schools there 
is the plain fact, they stated, 
that presently the San Fran- 
cisco Unified School District 
violates the Federal law re- 
garding the racial inbalance of 
its schools,

Dear Ruth Sex Ed,

Dear Ruth; : 
Today let’s talk about three very important birth control 
measures that we have been receiving questions about: 
The Loop, the Raythm method, and\Pills, 
THE LOOP is one of the newer ones, It is one the the IUDs, 
‘which is a short way of saying Intra-Uterine Device. Those 
really are not such complicated words as they sound, 
What they mean is that there is an invention or device 
that is put into the uterus (womb) which acts to avoid preg- 
nancy. The IUDs are made of plastic or stainless steel. 
The Loop must be put in place by a doctor and is then uterus 
for as long a period as you may wish, It should be checked 
at least once a year by the doctor, 
HOW DOES IT WORK? The Loop probably prevents preg- 
nancy by increasing the number of contractions or movements 
of the uterus and the tubes, so that pregnancy can never 
begin, The egg never gets a chance tosettle down in the walls 
of the uterus where it must settle if it is to grow and develop 
into a baby. 
DOES IT CAUSE INFECTION? No, it does not cause infection. 
You cannot get gonorrhea or other infections of the pelvis 
from the Loop. You catch gonorrhea from someone who has 
it and infects you through sex contact. However you can be 
-. treated for gonorrhea or other infection that you may have 
while the Loop is in place, 
HOW SOON AFTER IT IS INSERTED AM I SAFE AND PRO- 


TECTED AGAINST PREGNANCY? Right away! No need to ' 


wait, It is not necessary to use any other birth control 


measures when you have had the Loop inserted. You may; 


have spotting or cramping after it is inserted and the doctor 
may then advise you to wait for a few days until these symp- 
toms disappear before having sex relations, 

WHAT ARE THE PROS AND CONS? (The good and bad sides) 
The advantages of the Loop are that after the doctor’s fee 
or clinic fee for inserting it, there are no further costs, 
It can be removed at any time if the couple wants a child, 
and there is no fuss, bother, or need to remember “Did 
I take that Pill this morning?’’. The Loop is not an incon- 
venience at time of sex relations and it does not affect the 
menstrual period in any way. The disadvantages are that 
it is not 100% effective like the Pill. It sometimes comes 
out of the uterus without the woman knowing it, 

THE BEST WAY TO DECIDE whether you are a person who 
should be using the Loop rather than some other form of 
birth control is to hear a discussion of all the methods of 
birth control, You can go to Planned Parenthood’s clinic 
to talk given by the nurse, you can see what each of the 
methods looks like and what they cost and then choose the 
one you prefer, And if the doctor sees no medical reason 
against your preferred method he will prescribe it for you,

You donot have to stop, wait for the 
menstrual period, and then start counting again, These Pillls 
are identical to the pills that have been prescribed for the 
past six years with so much success, They come packaged 
so that it is much simpler and easier to remember to take 
them, You can tell at a glance by looking at the box whether 
the morning’s Pill is already taken, or whether it is still in 
the box, When the last of the twenty-one pills is taken you 
take no pills for a’week, and start again on the same day 
of the week on which you started before. Say, you started 
taking a Pill on a Monday three weeks ago and have taken 
21 pills, On the fourth Monday you take no pill that day or for 
the whole week. But when Monday rollsaroundagain you start 
on the three weeks of pills again, 
RHYTHM METHOD 
This method gets its name from the repeating pattern of 
rhythm of the menstrual cycle and it is a method of birth 
control based on finding out which days of the month are the 
safe period for each woman, and then having sex relations 
only during those safe days. The SAFE PERIOD is the part 
of the month in which it seems a woman can’t become preg- 
nant, However, it is very difficult to determine this period 
because there are practically no outward signs to go by 
and meastrual periods are irregular in many, many women, 
A woman must go to a doctor to get help in figuring out her 
own safe period, and it may take several months, (8 months 
to a year) of keeping track of her periods before she and the 
doctor together can tell when her safe period is likely to be. 


Another problem adding to the difficulty of making this | 


a satisfactory and safe way to avoid pregnancy is a recent 
discovery that the sperm from the male can remain alive 
and strong for a week or more after sex relations and so can 
wait inside the female body until the safe period is past 
and then go to work to fertilize an ovum. It is quite clear 
that this method is not a very reliable one, but it has the 
advantage of being acceptable to people who have religious 
feeling that forbid them to use other methods, If you are one 
of these, I would suggest that you go to your priest who has 
printed booklets for you to study, You can also go to the 
Rhythm Clinic at the Catholic Famliy Life Agency or to 
Planned Parenthood or to your own doctor.

THE MORNING AFTER PILL 

This sort of pill has not yet been worked out, The scientests 
are working on it though and perhaps in another five years 
there will be a pill for this purpose, but it must first be 
tested and made safe, At present there is nothing you can do 
after a sex act to prevent pregnancy, The only way at present 
of ending a pregnancy is through abortion, I shall discuss 
abortion and the new law that recently went into effect in 
January Spoksman, Let me remind you though that even with 
a slight easing in the law, it is much wiser, easier and 
healthier to avoid pregnancy before it occurs by using birth 


control.

Questions on Social Security 


QUESTION: I am interested 

in how much more money I will 
sreceive on my Social Security 
check. I am 70 years old and 
I now get $75 per month. 

ANSWER: The raise starts 
with the February, 1968 check. 
The check that you receive the 
first part of March will show 
the increase, A monthly check 
of $75.00 will be increased 
to $84.80. The raise will be 
automatic. No application is 

ed. 
ESTION: Will there be a 
* raise for people receiving the 
special age 72 payment? 

ANSWER: Yes. The present 
rate for this group is $35 a 
month. This will be raised to 
$40. The wife’s benefit on the 
age 72 payment will be in- 

* creased to $20. This will mean 
an increase for aman and wife 
from the present $52.50 per 
month to $60.00. 

QUESTION: I draw Social 
Security but I do work part- 
time and lose some of my ben- 

. efits each year. Will I be al- 
lowed to earn more money 
under the new law? 

ANSWER: Yes. Beginning 
this year you can earn $1,680 
and still receive all of your 
social security checks. Re- 

‘gardless of your yearly in- 
~ come from working, you are 
eligible for your Social Se- 
curity check for any month 
that you don’t earn over $140 
in wages or work in self- 
employment. This provision 
didn’t change—the first 
$1,200 of working income over 
the exempt $1,680 amount is 
subject to $1.00 for $2.00 
penalty. In other words, if 
your wages are $2,880, you 
would lose $600 of your Social 
« Security, assuming you worked 

for more than $140 each month. 
If you earn over $2,880, you 
lose dollar for dollar from 
this point on. 

QUESTION: Ihave heard that 
widows will now be eligible 
for disability benefits. Please 
explain this. 

ANSWER; Not-only widows 
but widowers, and in some 
cases, Givorced wives come 
under this provision: A widow 
may now be eligible for dis- 

.. ability benefits from her hus- 
band’s Social Security record. 
This has never been possible 
before. The requirements read 
like this: 

1. The widow must have a 

« physical or mental condition 
so severe that it keeps her 
from doing any gainful work. 

2. The disability must have 
started no later than 7 years 

er her husband's death. 

. The payments can start 
no earlier than age 50. 

4, Her payments are re- 
duced in amount depending on 
what age she starts to re- 
ceive them, As you may know, 
widow's benefits are paid in 
full at age 62. She gets 82 1/2 
percent of her husband's basic 
amount, As examples of bene- 
fits payable under the new law, 
she would receive one-half the 
basic amount if she became 
entitled at age 50; 60 3/4 per- 
cent if she became entitled at 
age 55; or 71 1/2 percent if 
she became entitled at age 60. 
The reduced benefit rate es- 
tablished will continue to be 
paid even when the widow be- 


& 


comes old enough for aged 
widow’ s benefits. 


QUESTION: Is there any 
change in the amount of work 
needed to be eligible for dis- 
ability payments? 

ANSWER: Yes, but only for 
younger workers who become 
disabled before age 31. Older 
workers now need 5 years of 
work in the 10-year period be- 
fore they became disabled. To 
break it down more, they need 
work in at least 20 calendar 
quarters of the 40 quarters 
preceding their disability. The 
alternative requirement for 
workers disabled before 31 is 
as follows: starting at age 21, 
the worker needs employment 
in at least half of the calendar 
quarters elapsing between age 
21 and the quarter in whichhe 
becomes disabled. Aminimum 
of 6 calendar quarters of work 
is needed. For the worker dis- 
abled before age 24, another 
change was added. He needs 
work in 6 of the 12 calendar 
quarters ending with the quar- 
ter when he becomes disabled. 
It was felt the regular require- 
ment for work was too severe 
for persons who become dis- 
abled early in life. The new 
law now protects these people. 

QUESTION: What is the new 
provision for a child to re- 
ceive Social Security from his 
mother’s account? 


ANSWER: The new law will 
allow about 175,000 more chil- 
dren to receive payments from 


their mother’s SocialSecurity ; 


record, A child can now qual- 
ify under his mother’s account 
just as he does under his fa- 


ther’s account, Prior to this” 


year, the mother had to meet 
several requirements before 
her child could receive bene- 
fits. She had to be currently 
insured or have 1 1/2 years 
of work in the 3-year period 
before her death, disability, 
or retirement, or, she had to 
furnish one-half the support 
of the child. Both of these re- 
quirements have been elimi- 
nated and the child is eligible 
en his mother’s account if she 
is fully insured, 

QUESTION: I didn’t sign up 
for medizal insurance in 1966. 
Can I still sign up or am I 
too late? 


ANSWER: No, you are not 
too late. You have until April 
1, 1968 to sign up for medical 
insurance and your coverage 
will start July 1, 1968. Con- 
tact your Social Security office 
as soon as possible, 


QUESTION: I have never 
worked under Social Security. 
Am I eligible for Medicare? 


ANSWER: This depends on 
when you became 65. Men and 
women who were 65 before 
1968 need no Social Security 
credits to become eligible for 
Medicare. A person reaching 
65 this year needs 3 quarters 
of work covered by Social Se- 
curity to be eligible. In 1969, 
6 quarters are needed; in 
1970, 9 quarters are needed, 
and so on. By 1974 a woman 
will need the same number of 
quarters for Medicare that she 
needs for regular Social Se- 
curity. This will be true for 
men by 1975.

Heart Month 


Diseases of the heart and 
blood vessels continue to be 
responsible for twice as many 
deaths as cancer, ten times 
as many as accidents, or pneu- 
monia, twenty times as many 
as suicide and almost a hun- 
dred times as many as tuber- 
culosis. Most of these fatal- 
ities occur in the 45 to 64 age 
group. 

Along with the great advanc- 
es in heart surgery, phenom- 
enal strides are being made 
in knowledge and treatment of 
heart diseases in its various 
forms. Today a great deal can 
be done to reduce the risk of 
acquiring a cardiovascular 
disease and to keep it under 
control if it develops. Thou- 
sands of people who receive 
proper medical care now sur- 
vive heart and blood vessel 
disorders that were consid- 
ered hopeless twenty years 
ago. This is the encouraging 
picture today:

Unlocked Cars - Problems 


“Drivers who forget and 
leave their keys in the ig- 
nition, or leave their cars 
unlocked, are contributing di- 
rectly to juvenile delin- 
quency,’’? according to law 
enforcement officials. 

The recent Department of 
Justice’s survey indicates that 
59 percent of the cars stolen 
were easier to steal because 
the driverhad forgotten and 
left the keys in the ignition 
——of left the ignition unlocked. 

It is estimated that more 
than 600,000 cars were re- 


ported stolen during 1967 and — 


that two out of every three 
cars were taken by youths 
under 18 years of age. 


‘Apparently the temptation 
to ‘borrow’ a car and go 
joy-riding is just too strong 
for many young people,’’ it 
was pointed out. ‘Please lock 
your car whenever you part 
it and then you will be re- 
moving some of the tempta- 
ition which helps lead these 
people into serious trouble.’

The Police Commission re- 
cently proposed an addition to 
the police Code that would give 
the police a free hand in ar- 
resting persons in areas de- 
clared to be in a state of 
emergency by the Mayor, 

The ordinance was as fol- 
lows: Proposed sections 158 
and 159 of the Municipal Po- 
lice Code making it a crime 
to ‘‘remain, loiter, or wander 
upon any street, public place 
or place upen to the public’’ 
in an area where and atatime 
when the Mayor declares to 
exist a “‘public emergency,” 
defined by. section 25 or the 
city charts as anything’? in- 
volving or threatening the 
lives, property or welfare of 
the citizens or the property 
of the city and county. 

Mr. E, A, Dawley, Chief 
Counsel in the Hunters Point 
Legal Assistance office op- 
posed the ordinance. 


In a prepared statement he 
said, ‘I oppose passage of 
subject sections because it 
will have an adverse psycholo- 
gical and political effect on 
minority communities, to wit; 

First, it would lend 
credence to the claims of cer- 
tain groups that America is 
planning genocide against the 
Negro people.’’ 

He gave as an example a 
situation where there might be 
extensive fires. in Hunters 
Point, 

“Tf the existence of 
extensive fires in Hunters 
Point prompted the Mayor to 
declare an emergency under 
the proposed sections, it would 
be illegal for Negroes to go 
into or remain in the streets, 
but it would be the duty of the 
Negro residents to remain in 
or return to their burning 
homes and be consumed inthe 
fires,’’ 


Legal Assistance Proposal 


New Ordinance 


Mr. E, A, Dawley, Chief 
Counsel in the Hunters Point 
Area for the Legal Assistance 
Foundation reported that Legal 
Assistance is sponsoring a 
city ordinance to require the 
police to issue’ a citation, 
rather than arrest a person 


in misdemeanors not involv-. 


ing violence, 

The result would be the 
same as in traffic citations, 
a person would be given a 
citation with a date to appear 
in court, 

This process would alle-

viate excessive hardships on 
victims for minor infractions 
and prevent harrasment onthe 
innocent, 

Such as ordinance would be 
a step in eliminating the hard- 
ships of bail and bond on the 
poor, and would avoid many 
police confrontation that 
eventually lead to riots, 

It is in the best interest 
of this community that such 
an ordinance be passed. It 
is hoped that when this matter 
comes before the Board of 
Supervisors there will becom- 
munity support for it,

He stated also that such a 
ordinance would invite com- 
parison with the free fire 
zones in Vietnam, where upon 
an area being declared a free 
fire zone, soldiers are in- 
structed to shoot anything in 
the area that moves, 

In a brief the San Fran- 
cisco Neighborhood Legal As- 
sistance Foundation stated 
that it felt that such an or- 
dinance could not be consti- 
tutionally enforced, and th 
was completely unnecess 
since the Mayor already had 
broad powers in areas that he 
declared an emergency. 

When the ordinance was 
brought before the Board of 
Supervisors it failed to pass. 
It is certainly clear that the 
opposition raised by the San 
Francisco Neighborhood Le- 
gal Assistance Foundation had 
some affect on the failure of 
the ordinance,
